“Chancellor Kreisky's statements

The final toll of victims killed in 
Saturday's terrorist attack on the 
Tel Aviv-Haifa highway was set 
yesterday at 32 after the identities of 
all the bodies were eatablished, 
police sources confirmed. Nine 
terrorists were also killed. 

One of the last victims to be iden- 
tified was 17-year-old Naomi Elihal of 
Haifa.

The pathology institute at Abu -

Police name panel to probe 
response to terrorism attack

Police Inspector-General Haim 
Tavori yesterday appointed a three- 
man police committee to investigate 
the police response to Saturay's 
terrorist attack. 

The committee comprises police 
comptroller Nitzav Shmuel Hitan. 
Operations head Nitzav-Mishne 
Yehuda Rosenfeld, and Border 
Police deputy commander Tat- 
Nitzav Pinhas Shahar. The com- 
mittee is to submit ita report in a 
week, 

Sincdithe operations division was 
responsible for dealing with the at- 
tack and the Border Police special 
anti-terror unit was also involved, it 
seems unlikely that any harsh 
criticiam will come out of the com- 
mittee. 

A number of Border Police officers 
have charged that the police did not 
act quickly enough and coordination 
was insufficient. Yesterday Border 
Police chief Nitzav Zvi Bar denied 
that there were any differences of 
opinion between Border Police of- 
ficers and the police inspector- 
general. 


It is usual after an operatiow of this‘ 


scale forthe agency involved — pbeit 
the police or the army — to study the 
incident. Among the points to be 
covered by the inquiry will be the 
degree and effectiveness of police 
cooperation with the army and 
hospitals, and among the police units 
themselves.

“Sometimes our letters of applica- 
tion are answered with polite form 
letters saying there are no ap- 
propriate jobs available, even if we 
applied on the basis of a newspaper 
ad for a beginning engineer,"’ 
Suleiman complained. ‘In other 
cases, they come right out and tell us 
it's because we're Arabs. Every firm 
wants to keep open the option of sell- 
ing to the army. so we become 
security risks in their eyes." 

The only group of engineers who 
have an easier time finding work are 
building engineers, Suleiman said. 
Ag a result, some engineers who had 
chosen a different speciality go back 
to college to spectalize in construc- 
tion, after fruitless efforts to find 


its doors 


employment in their preferred area. 
However, according to Sulelman and 
his colleagues, most of these 
bullding engineers make a meagre 
lving as self-employed persons help- 
ing private builders. 

The Arab engineers blame the 
government for not industrializing 
the Arab sector and not encouraging 
development projects which would 
employ engineers. Firms in the 
Jewish sector — public, Histadrut 
and private -- do not want Arat 
engineers, they say. 

Suleiman stressed that his com- 
mittee is non-partisan. Its first ef- 
fort, he said, will be to write letters 
to all the public and private agencies 
which could employ Arab engineers.

TO a programme of four works 
already performed here, the 
Stuttgart Ballet added a premiere on 
Monday (Mann Auditorium): the 
almost-hour-long “'Song of the 
Barth" by Kenneth Macmillen, set 
to Mahler's music. 

The ballet did not follow the literal 
meaning of the words In the Chinese 
songs that inspired Mahler. but 
mirrored the mocds. 

Whether the dances were cleverly 
contrived or convéntionaliy con- 
structed. all the episodes (there are 
six songs! were eminently balletic. 
Even sa, there were times when the 
material seemed stretched to 
measure the song’s length. and the 
manner of the dancing became more 
interesting than the matter of the 
dance. There were. however. 
moments when the two were 


strikingly fused — as in the duet hy 
the two dynamie dancers Richard 
Cragun and Egon Madsen and the 
quartet by the lovely ballerinas Mar. 
ela Haydee. Birgit Keil, Efleen 
Brady and Sylviane Bayard. 

A thread of ‘“‘story’” was held 
together by a masked figure (Egon 
Madsen). who was variously leader. 
observer, participant and director of 
the action. What made every minute 
of the ballet worthwhile came in the 
Jast few seconds. when Mahler's 
music, on a dying fall, was matched 
by a masterstroke of choreography. 

Marcia Haydée {conspicuously 
holding one's eye whenever she 
appeared) with Richard Cragun and 
Egon Madsen began to move 
forward from up stage in a slow 
floating motion. Suddenly the reason 
for troubling to change from a black 
to a blue background became ap- 
parent.

The opening two spade bid meant 
either an Acol two bid, or a two suit 
hand with 1658 than full values for an 
opening bid, with spades as one of 
the two suits. The two no trump hid 
was automatic. The three diamond 
bid showed the second suit. The four 
club bid must have been made with a 
hope and a prayer, and at least was 
forcing the game, 

I was West and the heart ace seem- 
ed like a natural lead in light of the 
bidding. But it did not matter what I 
led. The contract was always 
makeable. I followed with a spade. 
With the spade king onside South 
made his contract. Declarer lost 
only two more tricks, the ruff of a 
diamond by East, and a diamond at 
the end. 

You may ask what is unusual 
about this deal, It was played 104 
times with a top score of 206. My 
partner and I scored only one match 
point. ‘Nuf said.

Sivan c’tee recommends IL1b. 


aid package for industry

The Sivan Committee, appointed 
to examine the profitability of ex- 
ports and ways to assist exporters, 
yesterday concluded its work and 
recommended an aid package to in- 
dustry worth some IL1b, for 1978, 


The most {mportant recommenda 
tion concerns the gradual elimina- 
tion of the Employers Tax. The 
director-general of the Ministry of 
Industry, Commerce and Tourism, 
Amos Mar-Haim, will work out a 
procedure, jointly with the in- 
dustrialists, for the abolition of the 
tax in the next fiscal year. The tax, 


-which is four per cent of the wage 


bill, brings in a total revenue of 
11.3.2b., of which ILs40m, are paid by 
industry. 

The committee also recommended 
to exempt exporters from wharfage 
fees. It will cost the Treasury some 
IL70m. to relmburse the Porta 
Authority for the loss. The fees are 
now 0.2 per cent of the value of the 
merchandise. But the committee 
found that even now exporters pay — 
at this rate — only 50 per cent of the 
real cost of moving their goods. 

The committee found no way of 
reimbursing exportera for various 
indirect taxes paid on the purchase 
of loca} inputs. It stated that such 


reimbursement would be tan- 
tamount to 8 restoration of the ex- 
port subsidies atolisnhsd by the New 
Economic Policy 


For enterprises that have run into 
financia) diffidulties and are willing 
to shift to exports, the committee 
recommended the increase of the ex- 
isting export conversion fund. This 
fund now amounts to 1L.250m. and 
provides loans for firms changing 
over to exports. 


The committee alao recommended 
adding 1L100m. to the fund to help 
exporters expand their marketing 
abroad, This year's allocation was 
TL.130m. 


The [ndustrialists also wanted 
easier conditions for their loan 
collateral. The committee accepted 
this claim, in principle. Ways to 
agaist exporters in this respect will 
be worked out by the Bank of Israel, 
together with the government 
Foreign Trade Risk Insurance Com- 
pany. . 

The committee said that the ex- 
change rate should, in principle, be 
the main instrument for the promo- 
tion of exports. supported by a 
proper tax structure. It added that 
the fluctuations of the exchange in 
the last few months had been as 
predicted by the committee. 


Farmers say they need IL1b. 
in credits to keep going

TEL AVIV. — Farmers need at least 
IL1b. in additional credits to com- 
plete production during the current 
agricultural year, which began Oc- 
tober 1 and ends September 30, Arik 
Nehamkin, secretary of the Moshav 
Movement told The Post yesterday. 
Farmers were caught short of funds 
because of the 43 per cent devalua- 
tion of the pound last October, he ex- 

plained. 

Finance Minister Simba Ehrlich 
last week promised the farmers only 
1L600m., which. however, they have 
not yet received. Nehamkin added. 

Unless credit is forthcoming im- 
mediately, he warned, some farmers 
may have to stop production com- 
pletely. Hardest hit would be 
farmers who raise livestock. If they 
can't produce, Nehamkin warned, 
we may face 8. shortage of poultry 
and milk, and of eggs, of which there 
is now a surplus. 

According to Agrexco estimates, 
Israel plans to double its flower ex- 
ports to 700m. flowers, if funds to 


i>) 


build additional hothouses are made 
available. 

The Agrexco terminal at Ben- 
Gurion Airport is overcrowded. 
Plans are underway to double its size 
by October at an estimated cost of 
170m. 

But the funds will have to come 
from the farmers, and, Nehamkin 
warned, a cut in credit may hurt the 
proposed programme. 

Nehamkin, a member of the 
Labour Party and 8 veteran farmer 
from Nahalal, said that Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon had "in a 
relatively short time learned ali the 
problems of his ministry and today is 
in the picture on all its activities."" 

He also praised the Ministry for 
coming out this year with a budget 
designed mainly to aid the weaker 
farmers and to increase exports. “Ἢ 
think that the kibbutz movement and 
maybe some of my friends from 
veteran moshavim will complain 
that they are belng slighted, but I 
believe that from a national point of 
view the Ministry has made the right 
choice," he said.

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Overdue decision 


MONDAY'S DECISION by a Cabinet committee to make all 
secondary school education tuition-free is certain to be welcomed 
by all sectors of the population as a decision which has been 
long overdue. 

Few of those welcoming this decision will be able, or inclined, 
to fathom the complexities of the very serious social reser- 
vations which attend the new policy. These reservations, 
however, are very real. 

The policy-makers were confronted with a problem of such 
complexity as to make it understandable why they preferred to 
cut through it in one swift slash. 

There was universal agreement that the present formula for 
financing secondary school education was no longer tolerable. 
Only 25 per cent of parents were paying full tuition while close to 
half were totally exempt. Among the latter were parenta in 
higher-income brackets who nevertheless were granted exemp- 
tions for a variety of legitimate and illegitimate reasons. 

Worse yet, secondary school tuition was slated to rise to an 
average of around IL10,000 a year, a breath-stopping level 
which gave even Knesset Members pause as to their ability to 
provide education for their children. . 

The main arguments made against the decision concern the 
self-delusion involved in the proposal to finance high schools 
from a 0.4 per cent increase in National Insurance withholding 
fees, the regressive effect this method of financing will have on 
the distribution of income between rich and poor, and the lop- 
sided sense of priorities it evinces. 

There is general agreement that the overall secondary educa- 
tion budget should have been funded from the government 
budget rather than from the National Insurance Institute. The 
Cabinet Committee admitted as much by announcing that the 
present arrangement would be in force only for the coming two 
years by which time alternative budgetary financing would be 
found. 

But then what reason is there even for the most naive among 
us to believe that our government leaders will agree to increase 
income tax a year before the next scheduled elections when they 
lack the courage to do so today? 

On the other hand, what may drive the government to seek 
budgetary sources for high schools are its own plans to have the 
National Insurance Institute increase its withholding fees to 
finance a national health scheme and a nationalized pension 
fund. Both plans are in the governmental works at present. In- 
creasing national insurance fees for all three goals may well be 
less politically acceptable than an increase in direct taxes. 

Actually, the high school tuition case is an excellent example 
of the wages of sin. There would be no need to resort to the 
National Insurance device, nor to raise income taxes if taxes 
were collected equitably and effectively. 

But Mr. Rabinowitz's 1975 income tax reform has been an ab- 
ject failure, at least in regard to combating tax evasion. Mr. 
Ehrlich's Treasury has given no indication of improving upon 
the dismal performance of its predecessor. 

There is no doubt that the new policy will benefit primarily 
that part of the middle class that has been paying for its 
children's tuition. 


It is that class which has the most political clout, and there is 
a certain refreshing feeling which derives from a policy that is 
80 obviously tailored to serving its interests. 


There is nothing innately wrong in this nor in the principle 
that education,.at least until the age of 18, should be free. Adop- 
tion of the principle, even though the mechanisms for its im- 
plementation may be misguided, will in itself provide the 
pressures for eventually funding education in a better way. 


The best and worst 


DRAMATIC and tragic events such as the one which unfolded 
along Israel's coastal highway on Saturday afternoon often 
bring out the best and the worst in people and institutions. This 
is true in regard to the pattern of international reactions, too. 

Words are inadequate to express admiration for the sheer 
courage and sense of human solidarity which motivated the 
handful of demonstrators in Moscow, led by Nobel Laureate An- 
drei Sakharov, who protested Soviet political, moral and 
material support for the PLO killers. 

Maintenance of the appropriate metaphysical balance 
between the forces of good and of evil, of sanity and inanity, was 
provided by none other than the spokesman of the U.S. State 
Department. The mental contortions this gentleman went 
through to deny what the PLO spokesmen so proudly claimed — 
responsibility for the murder of innocent Jews — sets a new 
record for bureaucratic insensitivity. 
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BIG FAMILIES: SMALLER CHANCE 


WHEN squadrona of migrating 
storks fill the skies of Israel. old 
timers say spring is not far behind — 
no one believes any more that they 
are flying midwives. 

The birth rate in this country may 
not have anything to do with storks, 
but it is certainly influenced by the 
continent of origin of the head of the 
family. In 1978, 18 per cent of Jewish 
familles with a household head born 
in Africa.'Asia consisted of seven or 
more members, compared with one 
per cent of families of 
European‘American origin. 

It would be easy to bombard the 
reader with statistics indicating that 
African/Asian origin increases the 
Mabllity to drawbacks In one's life 
chances. According to the Central 
Bureau of Statistics, these may 
range from 8 50 per cent smaller 
chance of owning a car tin 1972/73) 
to a one-In-15 chance, after 
graduating from high school, of com- 
pleting another four years of formal 
education. The latter compared, ac- 
cording to the 1974 data, with a one: 
in-four chance for boys and girls of 
European,American orlgin. 

To sum it up simply: a man of 
African or Asian origin ts likely to 
have more children than one of 
Western origin, but is less likely to 
have a car, and less likely to get a 
child to university. 


OUR CLOGGED roads and the 
pressure to enrol in university, 
reflect some of our national values 
with regard to car ownership and 
higher education. But our values 
with regard to family size are far 
more complex. There are some 
halting efforts to provide family 
planning which suggest that some of 
us want to help others in limiting 
their family size. And there ts an 
organization (Zehavi — ‘‘My 
Treasure’') which argues that large 
families are a national asset whose 
interests and well-being ought to be 
protected. 

We have an ideology that attaches 
prime importance to the concept of a 
Jewish majority in the State, and 
Many people are concerned at the 
fact that Israell Arabs are twice as 
prolific as Jews. On the evidence, it 
is clear that without the help of 
African/Asian Jewry, Jews in Israel 
would be in much worse shape in the 
baby race, 

Those who wring their hands at the 
current low figures for aliya cast 
their eyes at large Jewish families, 
and realize that with a good set of in- 
centives, we could compensate for 
the lack of immigration by raising 
our birth rates. The main Incentive 
at present is the system of children's 
allowances — whereby rich and poor 
allke are awarded a grant of [L198 
per month for each of their first two 


HOW WOULD I have acted had I 
been on the death bus com- 
mandeered by the PLO killers last 
Saturday? What would J have done 
had I been a passenger on the Air 
France plane hijacked to Entebbe a 
year and a half ago; had I been a 
teacher accompanying the children 
in the Ma'alot schoo! four years ago? 

Spine-chillng musings? ΤῸ be sure. 
But I am equally sure that there is 
nardly an Israeli who has not passed 
such thoughts worriedly through his

In all honesty, [ do not know the 
answer to the questions I put to 
myself. But I do know that it is im- 
portant that we keep on asking 
ourselves such questions, both per- 
sonally and in organized 
frameworks, and that we come up 
with some answers concerning our 
gut reactions in such situations that 
will improve the odds of our coming 
out of them alive. 

Statistically, the probability of any 
of us being Involved in such a situa- 
tion ia extremely low — possibly 
lower than the probability of a New 
Yorker being mugged, although I 
haven't checked the comparative 
figures. What I do know is that the 
probability of an imminent end to

children. This is increared for each 
additional child on a rising scale of 
TL.248 to 11.384 per month. In a 
modest way, the ayatem underscores 
our national interest in more 
children, But the reward is, to the 
family, very meagre, because each 
additional child reduces ita per 
capita income. 

In 1975/76, families with two and 
three children had an average in- 
come of 19,038 per month, while 
those with four or more children saw 
their average monthly income 
(ineluding children's allowances and 
other benefits) drop to IL4,Sé4. Thus 
in Israel. as elsewhere, having many 
children js one of the surest ways of 
pushing the family towards the 
poverty line. 


WHAT ARE WE to do with this 
curious set of facts about the way in 
which we value children? Where our 
values are clear—for instance, on the 
possession of a car or a university 
degree — the weli-belng of our socie- 
ty rests in part on eliminating the 
association between continent of 
origin and these valued possessions. 

But what of bables? Are large 
familles really our national 
“treasure''? Or do they set in motion 
a chain of probability beginning with 
relative poverty and ending with 
social disadvantages? 

For those who have to make social 

policy in this country, the disconcer- 
ting fact is that both are true. Unless 
there is a radical rise in aliya, 
and,or Internal Jewish birth rates 
(or a sharp depression in the Arab 
birth rate), we are likely to have 
‘both gained and lost a Jewish ma- 
jority within the span of a hundred 
years. If that ig to be avoided, high 
birth rates may indeed be a 
necessary element of our national 
Jewish treasure. 

But it is equally true, in our 
current social situation, that the 
very families most llkely to have 
large numbers of children are alsa 
likely to raise their offspring in a set 
of depressed conditions and oppor- 
tunities. 

For the reader not familiar with 
the concept of “probability,” a word 
of caution is in order. We do not 
argue that being part of a large fami- 
ly necessarily means lower income 
per capita, reduced chances for 
education, etc. We are talking of 
probability not certainty in the same 
way as we do when we talk about 


smoking and cancer. Not every one 
who smokes gets cancer, after all; it 
is just that the best evidence ts that 
the probabilities are greater. Those 
who make social policy for Israeli 
society are indeed gambling if they 
ignore the probabilities. 


HOW THEN shall we fashion a social 
policy which reconciles our interest 
in a higher birth rate with our stake 
in decreasing the social and 
economic disadvantages of large 
families of African/Asian origin? 

A suggested first step is to ex- 
amine the children's allowance 
system. Does it help us to achieve 


* high birth rates while curbing large 


families amongst the disadvan- 
taged? Based on the data already 
presented, the answer is ‘*No." 

The system “wastes'’ millions of 
pounds through a universal, albeit 
modest, grant for each of the firat 
two children, i.e., to those families 
least in need of assistance. Then. 
starting with the third child, the 
system attempts to rectify things by 
increasing the allowance by some 25 
per cent. 

But the increased grant is in- 
significant in relation to the cost of 
raising the child and compared to 
the damage to the per capita income 
of the family. In 1975/76 a family of 
four had a per capita of some 111,500 
per month. A family of five was 
reduced to a per capita income of 
111,200. 

A children's allowance system 
which truly values children as a 
national treasure would compensate 
families for the true cost of children 
beyond the conventional number of 
two. Thus, the allowance for the 
third child should maintain the 
family's income at the same level as 
when there were only two children. 

In the monetary values of 1875/76, 
‘we are now talking of allowances for 
the third child that would have ex- 
ceeded IL1,000 per month per child. 
Not cheap, for a poor country, 
although more than offset if the 
allowances for the first two children 
were cancelled, 

If an “economic” children's 
allowance is to do its job of 
stimulating Jewish family size 
beyond the 1976 figure of 3.9 persons 
per household, it will have to en- 
courage more than a third child. 

After the fourth child, we begin to 
Tun into two problems — one 
economic and one social. 


Economically, can we afford !t? 
Probably, if we take account of the 
money we save on the cancellation of 
allowances for the first and second 
children, and begin to shift some of 
the moneys we spend in our largely 
ineffective efforts for the immigra- 
tion and absorption of Western im- 
migrants. 


THE SOCIAL question returns us to 
the core of the argument. Our data 
tells us that for families of 
African/Asian origin, large numbers 
of children diminish life chances for 
everyone. Thus, an “economic™

Given this dismal fact, it is impor- 
tant that we learn to live with them 
and stay alive despite them, if need 
be. 

One of the nastier aspects of public 
life in Israe! is that as soon as @ 
terrifying event which has evoked 
admirable expressions of social 
solidarity is over, we rush back to 
our pathological involvement in the 
Wars of the Jews. Already yester- 
day, two short days after the terrify- 
ing eventa on the Coastal Road, the 
press was punctuated with reports of 
what the army had to say about the 
performance of the police and what 
Arik was intimating about Ezer's 
responsibility for what went wrong, 


and vice versa. 

It is no secret that there was much 
that went wrong in our organized 
reaction to the threat posed by the 
terrorists on Saturday. The details of 
those errors of judgment, bad coor- 
dination and mistakes in planning 
are the subject of an official in- 
vestigation which is best conducted 
in secret. 

Of equal interest, however, should 
be a consideration of how people 
caught in such a terrifying situation 
behave, how they should behave, and 
whether there ia anything that we 
can do as an organized soclety to in- 
culcate behaviour under stress that 
would improve the chances of people 
getting out of such situations alive. 

For example, three of the nine 


READS a 
CENSORSHIP AND DEMOCRACY 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, —In one of your articles about 
“Hirbet Hiza’' Moshe Kohn writes: 
“The best way to uphold democracy 
and freedom of expression is by ex- 
ercising responsibility." We could 
not agree more with him. The ques- 
tion, however, is how to express this 
responsibility. As we see it, the first 
responstbility of the citizena of a 
democratic state is to guard the 
freedom of expression and thereby 
democracy itself. The first respon- 
sibility of the artist is not to avoid 
painful questions, regardiess of 
whether they might hurt somebody's 
moral, religious or polttical feelings 
and convictions. In any case, the 
privacy of the individual and the 
£:curity of the state are sufficiently 
safeguarded by existing laws. 

The responsibility of the state and 
the elected representative of the peo- 
ple is, in that case, to enable all 
citizens, including artists, to freely 
exercise their privileges and to fulfil 
their duties. Any form of artistic cen- 
sorship is therefore detrimental to 
the spirit of a true democracy, pur- 
sued by responsible citizens. Only a 
dictatorship suffers from 
weaknesses that must be hidden by 
censorship. To the best of our 
knowledge, lsrae! is no dictatorship. 
But there is always a danger that big 
brothers amongst us, by thelr con- 
cern for our spiritual health will 
drug us into a sleep, which will not be 
without nightmares. We would like 
to streaa that the question fa not the 
form or content of Yizhar's story, 
nor the TV version based on it, nor 
the next controversial film that will 
be censored. The question is cen- 
sorship in itself. 

Moshe Kohn asks {f “democracy 
and freedom of expression mean 
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licence to say anything, any time, 
anywhere."" May we contribute to 
the answer of this question by referr- 
ing to the experience of some of us in 
Sweden during World War II, when 
identical arguments were used 
against some courageous men and 
women who dared to attack the 
policy and atrocities of Nazi Ger- 
many. They were accused of jeopar- 
dizing the security of Sweden, and 
they were told not to ‘say certain 
things at certain times and in certain 
places,“’ as Kohn suggests. ᾿

Moshe Kohn comments: 

T agree that "the problem is how ta 
express responsibility."" But as I see 
it, the first responsiblity of the 
eitizens of a democratic state is to 
safeguard their persona! and collec- 
tive physical and spiritual well- 
being. Towards this end, freedom of 
expression and democracy, which 
are not absolute values but only 
some of the means for achieving a 
good life, must sometimes be com- 
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romised — as they were drastically, 
for example, during World War IT in 
Britain, which was then and stil] is 
not the least of the world's 
democracies. 

I think that Britain is a much 
better example than the ‘‘neutral" 
Sweden of World War ΤΙ, with its fear 
of and even a certain at-least-secret 
admiration for Nazi Germany, 
whose troops were sitting right next 
door. 

And even recently {we read in 
“The Listener’* of February 2), 
Alasdair Milne, managing director 
of BBC Television, and Bill Cotton, 
controlier of BBCi, banned the 
screening of a play (‘Scum’) that 
had been produced at a cost of £120.- 
000 (about IL3.8m.). Explaining the 
action, Mr. Milne said: “I took the 
view that this particular play looks 
like a documentary, is made with

terrorists killed were shot by a brave 
hostage who, despite the terrifying 
circumstances, had the presence of 
mind at an opportune moment to 
grab one of the terrorists’ guns and 
Kill three of them. 

That this was a brave act cannot 
be denied. Of greater imp! ice is 
the cool calculation that went into 
the man’s decision on timing. Had he 
made the attempt earlier, he and 
perhaps many of the other hostages 
would have been shot out of hand. 
The timing he chose was exactly 
right. ᾿ 

The polnt is that such a sense of 
timing, and of coolness under ex- 
treme stress, is something that can 
be drilled into many of ua. 

So can marksmanship. The Egged 
driver who killed three terrorists 
and the Border Police officer who 
killed another two were racking up 
enviable records. But how many 
shots were fired by policemen along 
the route of the death bus without hit- 
ting the tires? 

Saturday's tale of terror raises 
many hypothetical questions in the 
vein of ‘What would I have done in 
their place?" 

Should or should not the driver of 
the bus have purposely crashed it 
into a bridge piling or a tree? 
Attempting to take on 11 terrorists 
armed to the teeth would obviously 
have been suicidal for the hostages. 
But, what then about situations 
where the odds are different? What 
about scores of es being held 
by two or three terrorists? Would it 
be reasonable to expect hostages to 
take their chance on organizing 
themselves to attack their out- 
numbered captors in auch cases? 

There are no pat and easy answers 
to these questions although there are 
theoretical answers as to preferred 
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allowances stap after the 
ehild.
